However, when matings were m ade 
with Doth the anim als under th e alco­ 
holic stimulant, in almost every case 
no offspring or stillborn

this one died at a very early age, su f­ 
fering from terrible convulsons.

X Ray a Big Factoi 
Only Twenty - 
five Amp utations—Turk ish Aim 
Is 
Prov ed to Be Deadly . 


Modern hosp ital methods hav e sav ed 
i thousands of limbs and hundreds of 
liv es in the Balk an war, according to 
Major I*. 
Fauntleroy of the medical 
corp s of the United States army , who 
has made a careful study of the Bul­ 
garian military hosp itals. Ilis observ a­ 
tio n s giv e a v iv id p icture of the surgi­ 
cal side of the conflict. 
“Thirty -liv e thousand wounded hav e 
l>een brought north of the frontier 
since the fighting began, and of these 
fully 28 3HR) hav e been cured,” he said. 
"This re-ord is remark able when it 
i is considered th at 8 0 p er cent of the 
w o un d s were infected before the p a­ 
tients entered the hosp itals owing to 
the utter inadequacy o f the field hos­ 
p itals. 
The s o l d i e r s were not sup p lied 
with ba n d a g e s , and their wounds were 
d r e s s e d clumsily if at all. 
Many had 
to mak e their way unaided more than 
a mile lr orn the battlefield before they 
I could receiv e care. Desp ite this, of the 
25.000 ruses which hav e been attended 
in the Sofia hosp itals 1 hav e heard of 
I only twenty -fiv e am p utations and thir- 
\ ty resections. 
"The foreign missions, which hav e 
dev oted themselv es to the care of tbe 
wounded, cannot be too highly com­ 
mended. for without them conditions 
would hav e l>een terrible. 
As it is, 
Germany , Austria. England, Hungary , 
i Bohemia. France. Greece and Russia 
j are rep resented here. 
The last named 
country has been esp ecially generous 
! both with men and equip ment and suc­ 
cessfully cares for 120 beds. 


Bring Up to Date Instruments. 
“The foreigners hav e brought many 
up to date instrum ents to work . 
The 
X ray , for ex amp le, is a feature of tbe 
hosp ital 
p ractice in 
this 
war. 
By 
m e a n s of it the surgeons hav e been 
able to determine the ex act location 
of a bullet and the injury caused, thus 
showing immediately w hether there 
m us t be an op eration and mak ing p rob­ 
ing unnecessary . 
•Another feature is the suturing of 
nerv es ami blood v essels, alw ay s w ith 
good re s ults . 
A large number of men 
shot in the head hav e recov ered. 
Of 
t he trep hining cases IK) p er cent hav e 
been successful, and early op eration 
has sav ed many men from muscular 
! disability , lo<s of v oice and other p ar­ 
aly tic sy mp toms. 
"Sev enty -fiv e p er cent of the Bul­ 
garian wounds were caused by Turk - 
ish shrap nel, which ap p ears to hav e 
been deliv ered with great accuracy . 
The Turk s throughout seem to hav e 
been lighting from intrenched artillery 
; p ositions. 
The Bulgarians, on the con­ 
trary . adv anced imp ulsiv ely and were 
unable to bring up the artillery in time 
to tak e p art in the battles. 
‘‘Nev ertheless I hav e found few sa- 
! ber wounds and only two bay onet 
w o un d s , which indicates that the Bul- 
: garians did not follow tip their v ieto- 
i ries quick ly and that such hand to 
hand fighting as was done was largely 
fatal. 
The battles ap p ear to hav e in­ 
creased in sev erity as the camp aign 
adv anced. 
Bulgarian 
officers 
ev en 
comp are Lule Burgas with the battle 
of Muk den, in the Russo-Jap anese war. 
“Sev enty p er cent of all the wounds 
receiv ed were in the hands and feet. 
The worst wounds were from frag ­ 
ments of shrap nel; then came those 
from rifle bullets and after that those 
from shrap nel balls. 
Bullets Sp linter the Bone. 
"The Bulgarians use a round nosed, 
steel jack eted bullet lik e that of our 
! old Krag-Jorgensen rifle. 
The Serv ian 
bullet is similar, but smaller. 
Both 
of those comp letely sp linter the bone 
or greatly dam age the liquid contain­ 
ing v ital organs if fired any w here 
within Sim) y ards. 
The T urk s use a 
j)ointed. steel jack eted bullet, lik e that 
! recently adop ted by the United States 
army . 
Such bullets aimed at men 
! 1,000 y ards aw ay would hit interv en­ 
ing cav alry at any p oint in their flight, 
j w hereas other bullets a t the ap ex of 
j their flight would p ass ov er the cav al­ 
ry ’s h e a d s . 
These bullets begin sp in­ 
ning the instant they strik e, doing 
fearful damage. 
“The ratio of k illed to wounded in 
this w ar a p p e a rs to be al>out the same 
as usual—one to five. 
My own obser­ 
v ations confirm those of other medical 
men concerning the fine p hy sique of 
the Bulgarian soldiers. 
Their wounds 
close and heal with marv elous rap id! 
ty , owing to the freedom of the blood 
from alcoholics.“

attention to juvenile cases than he 
has in the pn>t. a situation to bo h o p ­ 
ed for. 
1'nder the present routine 
the judge is generally so pressed f o r 
time that be has to appoint special 


j u d g e s to hear juvenile cases a n d 
has to insh through other court bus­ 
iness. 


T h e only extra c o s t of a separate 
court would 
lie the salary 
of the 
judge, $3.660. ami the salary of the 
prosecutor. $.*>00, and what few fee» 
he might collect. 
This would he no 
special burden to Rush county tax­ 
payers since the salary of the judge 
and prosecutor is paid by the State, 
and that whole amount apportioned 
among the taxpayers of the State 
would most certainly not be noticed 
at taxpaying time.

sor Gregory was also incapacitated 
from work for several weeks.

Professor Bingh am nearly lost 
h is life on one occasion w h en h is mules 
stampeded and th e Indians forsook 
h im. 
He was for two day s and nigh ts 
roaming about on tbe slopes of th e 
snow clad mountain. Palcoi. with bare­ 
ly any food and th e ch ance of being 
devoured by wild animals if h e lay 
down and w’ent to sleep. 


W as Third Ex pedition. 


Th is was Professor Bingh am’s th ird 
expedition to Peru, and its object, h e 
said, was to intensify th e w’ork th at 
h ad been left incomplete. 
Th is time 
h e was able to devote considerable 
time to th e examination of th e remains 
of th e 150 one story stone dwellings, 
temples and city walls of th e ancient 
city of tlie Peruvian tribesmen, known 
as Maciiu Picch u, constructed of carved 
wh ite stone, and $2,000 was expended 
in excavating parts of th e ruins of th e 
city wh ich bad become covered with 
h eavy undergrowth . 
At Mach u Picch u were found th e fos­ 
silized bones of preh istoric man, skulls 
and skeletons 
worn down to dust and 
h ardly distinguish able from th e grave! 
in wh ich th ey were found. 
Professor 
Bingh am h as brough t back with h im 
several bronze tablets to see wh eth er 
th e q uality and sh ape of th em and tbe 
ch aracters on th em may lead to more 
being learned about tlie original in­ 
h abitants of th is continent. 
Opposition 
by th e government of 
Peru was so continuous and so severe 
and uncalled for. Professor Bingh am 
said, th at it was improbable th at th e 
scientific work th ey h ad begun would 
be continued. 
"We h ad great difficulty ,” th e pro­ 
fessor said, “iu getting our cases of 
specimens out of th e country and were 
delay ed seven weeks by th e tedious ob­ 
jections of th e Peruvian government. 
At first th e officials would not allow 
us to take any th ing at all; th en th ey 
said th at we could take h alf of wh at 
we h ad: th en th ey permitted us to 
take wh at th ey did not want. 
At last 
th ey were persuaded to let us take all 
th e Ixmcs and fossils wh ich w’e h ad 
collected, but th e decree of th e gov­ 
ernment was as insulting as it possibly 
could be.”
